The city would 
dondtless pay the Association for the 
building, which would make a suitable 
engine-house on the City Hall grounds, 
for many years, and it is doubtful 
whether the Library can be made a self- 
sustaining and really useful institution 
there, or anywhere else in scattered Oak- 
laud, for a long time.
